petitioner fails to include evidonce to demonstrate that the materials were received by the 
nonsigning inventor. Where the Office is being asked to accept the silence of the 
nonsigning inventor's as evidence of a refusal to sign, petitioner must provide some 
evidence that the application materiala have been received by the nonaigning applicant. 
Further, it ia unclear from the present petition whether Lawrence R. Thoinpson has been 
presented with a complete ccpy of the application papers as required. The mailing of aa 
oath and declaration is not considered a complete copy of the application papers. 

Aa stated above, where a refusal of the inventor to sign the application papers ia 
alleged, a statement of facte :ls needed from a person having first hand knowledge of the 
facte that a complete copy of the application papers (specification, claims, drawings and 
oath/declaration) were sent Lawrence R Thompson, and when such papers were gent. 
In addition, copies of documentary evidence such as a Certified mail return receipt, cover 
letter of instruction, telegrams, etc., should be supplied with the declaration. 

Regarding item (4>, section 409.03(a) of the Manual of Patent Examining Procedure 
("MPBPO states that: 

An oath or declaration signed by aU the available joint inventors with 
the signature block of the nonsigning invento7(€) left blanlc may be 
treated as having been signed by all the available joint inventors on 
behalf of the nonsigning inventor(a). unless otherwise indicated. 

Here, petitioner has fi;.ed a declaration executed by Prank J, Juskey that included 
an unsigned signature box identifying the nonsigning inventor. However, petitioner has 
not provided a declaration executed by the second inventor, David K Lau. Therefore, item 
(4) has not been satisfied. 

For the reasons stated above, it would not be appropriate to accept the application 
without the signature of Lawrence R. Thompson under 37 CFR 1.47(a) at this time. 

CONCLUSION 

The petition under 37 C]**R 1.47(a) is DISMIS3EP without prejudice. 

If reconsideration on the merits of this petition is desired, q proper response must 
be filed within TWO (2) MONTHS from the mail date of this decision. Any 
reconsideration request should include a cover letter entitled "Renewed Petition Under 37 
CFR 1.47(a)."
